Kepresentatives proceeded to the considera- ' 
tiou of several petitions and meinorialsdium , 
sundry citizens of the State of New York, , 
one of which was sigued by eight hundred : 
ladies, pniying tlie almliticin of slavery and 
the slave trade in the Disiricl of Columbia, 
preseuted hy Mr. Dickson. ' Tlie «ar on the 
riglil of petition was at this time about com- : 
meiicing, but Mr. Dickson was allowed to i 
8[icak in iichalf of the pajsage of*the peii- ; 
tion : wind, at the close of his remarks, he ! 
moved to refer the papers to a select com- | 

Alr. Cliinn did not mean “to disturb the I 
deep sympathy on the tender mercies of die . 
gentleman freni New York “he only mov¬ 
ed to lay the whole subject on the table,’; and | 
upon that question he demanded die yeas ■ 
and im.is. The friends of tlie right of pe¬ 
tition took the ground that (letitioiis should 
not only be received, but cousitlered and re¬ 
ferred. Their opponents, while recognizing 
it ill form by req(:iving petitions, Bcuied it in 
fact, iiy insistii^ that they should lie jgid ii|i- 
ou the table nt once, and without debate.

Friday, Ifeceinlxir 18, 1835, a protracted 
debate sprung up in the House, on the pre- 
Rcntalioii of a petition hy 51r. Jai^ksun of 
Massachusetts, praying the uhulilioii of slav¬ 
ery in the District. 

The work of |tctitioi)lng on the subject of 
slavery hud now fiiirly fooimiienced. Up to 
tlii.s lime, the usual m^de of getting rid of 
thu petitions had Ix-cii by laying them upon 
the tiihlo without dehgic. This prevented 
their eorisiderntioii, and excluded all agita¬ 
tion. Blit a few Soiitifern men of extreme 
view, incensed hy wisit they regarded as¬ 
saults upon the j)ccul|ar inslitiitiou, or de¬ 
termined to opeu (ho door for sectional con¬ 
troversy, for the sake, of eiiilMU'rassing tlic 
Adiiiinistratioii or proiijotiiig Discussion, de¬ 
termined iqion a more giolciit course of pro¬ 
cedure. The presentation of tlie petition hy 
Mr. Jackson was used on the occasion. Mr. 
Hainiiiuiid of South Carolina inuvudthatit 
he laid upon the table., A rambling cuiivcr- 
satiuii followed, upon points of order. At 
last, for the purpose of getting nt the ques- 
lioti of rejection, Mr. Haniinotid and his 
friends agreed to have the [telicion consider¬ 
ed, and'Mr. Garland withdrew his motion to 
lay iipod the table. It was immediately re¬ 
newed by Mr. Beardsley of New YoiTt. The 
Hutisu became again perplexed t^ith points 
of order, until Mr. Thomas of Maryland, to 
relieve the members who had voted to re- 
coiLsider the motion by which the Huuso 
luid agreed to consider the peiiuun. A most 
exciting debate followed. Some of the 
Soiiiherii members avowed that tlicy desir¬ 
ed agitation, for the piirpn.se of lieing able 
to vindicate their iiistitiiiions; some depre¬ 
cated agitation; all denounced it; and they 
were sustained by the Noitlierii allies of the 
Slave Power, who abused the anti-slavory 
men, and were willing to go ail lengths for 
the suppression of ugilatiuii, so that they 
might be stiurcd the dangerous task of an 
iindisgiiiseu denial of the right of jictition. 

. For liimself, Mr. Beaplsley «aid, he was 
ready to give n direct vote tipod the petition, 
a vote that should mark the opinion of the 
llnuse u|>ou (lie chariicler of such {letitioiis, 
by saying affirmatively that they would not 
consider it- “ If that would meet the views 
of honorable gentlemen, he was willing to 
modify his motion to lay on (he table, and to 
move that the House would nut consider the i 
lietitiun or would rejectcils prayer: oltliough 
laying it on the table, hq ihotighl, was eqiiiv- | 
elant to either of the iiyodificatiuiiR'^ iiidicat- j 

Mr. Mason of Virginia Itoped that the gen¬ 
tleman from New York would so rhodity 
his inution that they could have a direct vote 
on rejecting the peiition. “ If the House is 
preiHired lo decide upon the principle of the 
petition, why not reject it at once ? To re- ■ 
Icrthe petition is an act of siijfererogalioii, 
which can do no gooil, and do much iiiis- 
ohief.” He hoped the House would recon¬ 
sider, and then at once refuse lo eniisider th« J 
petition, or reject it. * 

Franklin Pierce hoped the motion to re¬ 
consider would he withdrawn, and that Mr. 
Beardsley would so ftr modify his..Aiiotioii 
“ as to meet the approbation of all who are 
most sensitive upon this agitating question 
“and he rose to add his request to the sug¬ 
gestion made hy bis friend from Virginia,” 
[Mr. Mason.] He was anxious for a direct 
vote upon tlie question; he cotlld not bear 
tiiatany imputation should rest upon the 
North in consequence of tlie misguided and 
faualical zeal ot a lew—comparatively few,” 

The motion to reconsider was laid upon 
the table—^yeas 119, nays 72. 

Mr. Beanlsley, pers'isiing in his motion to 
lay the petition on the table, so as to get rid 
of debate and excitement, the question was 
taken, and decided in the negative —yeas 95, 
nays 121. Those who voted yea were the 
conservative men of the South, and their 
Northern allies: those who voted nay were 
the extreme men of the Sojijh, who wished 
to force an undisguised-d&lial of the right 
of petition, and the true friends of the right 
of petition, who were intent upon putting an 
end to the^policy by which that right had 
been pracfically nullified, while technically 
recognized. As might have been expected, 
John Quincy Adams voted nay, and Frank¬ 
lin Pierce, yea. ~ 

The motion to lay upon the table having 
failed, Mr. Hammond moved that said peti¬ 
tion be, and the same hereby, ixgected.

Mr. Patton of Virginia, called up his mo¬ 
tion to reconsider the motion hy which a |>c- 
tition for the almlition of slavery in the Dis¬ 
trict had been referred; and tliereiijion a 
fierce debate arose on the general question 
of slavery, (occupying three days,) in the 
course of wiiieh lIic 'Northern view of die 
siibjccl.was presented at length and with 
great ability hy Wiil Sladf. 

The question of redousi 'eration was de¬ 
cided on the 23d in the nflirmaiive. yetu 148 
nm/r (il—th<(- South and it.s Northeni allies, 
with Franklin Pierce, voting yen, and John 
Quincy Adams and his friends nay. 

The jieiitioii and motion to commit were 
then siiiiimarilv laid u|>on the table, yeas 144, 
nays fi7—Franklin Pierce voting as liefore 
nay, John Quincy Ailiiins yea.* 

Fohninry 15, 184(>, Mr. Pierce obtained 
leave to make a personal explanation. Ho 
rend fro/ti on .Aiiohlion paper an article mak¬ 
ing severe strictures iipnn his Sficech of a 
Ibniicr day, in which he had soul that not 
one in five liiiiidrcd of his constituents w:ia 
ill favor'of the aboliliou of slavery in the 
llistricL Hi; denounced the paper as “ in- 
.sigiiificaut and odious," donoiinced the niiti- 
shivery movement, and undertook to dis¬ 
credit nil the pciiliuMs on the subject of slav¬ 
ery. whether from his own State or others.] 
Fehniary 8, 1836, the resolmion of Mr. 
Pickiiov was adopted, for raising a select 
committee, to which were referred all papers 
relating to the siihjcct of slavery, and which 
wna iiistrucled to report that Congress has 
no constitutionnl (.owar to jotcifijie In any 
way with the institiitinn of slavery in tlie 
States, and ought not to interfere in any way 
with slavery iu the District of Columbia.— 
The resolution was divided, and Franklin 
Pierce voted in the affirmative on every part 
of the iiistructiuDs.I; 

February 23, 1836, Mr .Adams presented a 
|ieiition for the niHilitioii of slavery in tlie 
District, aiid moved its reference to the se¬ 
lect committee on the subject. Mr. Shepard 
olijccted to its reception; Mr. Davis moved 
to lay that preliminary question on the table; 
and Ids motion prevailed, yeas 120, nays 86 
—Franklin Pierce votiugyeo, with the .^uth, 
Jolin Quincy Adams and his triends nay .— 
Tlie cftect of the motion was to lay the ques¬ 
tion of reception on the table, tliereby, vir¬ 
tually refusing to entertain the petition.^ 

May 18,1636, Mr. Pinckney, from the se¬ 
lect commiuce on the subject, made a re- 
|K>rl couccruing the disjiositioii of patters 
relating to the question of slavery, conclud¬ 
ing witli the following resolutisoiis: 

“ Rttolved, Tliat ,Cfmgrcss posscs-scs no 
constitutional authority to iiilerlere in any 
way with the iiistitiitmn of slavery in any 
of "the States of this ^itfedracy.

tional resolution, vizi 

“ ResoheJ, That all. petitions, niemorials, 
resolutions, jiropusitioiis, or papers, relating 
in any way, or to any extent whatsoever, to 
tlie subject of slavery or tlie abolition of 
slavery, shall, without lieiiig either ]>rimcd or 
referred, be laid upon (he table, and that no 
further action sliall be luul tlicreou.”|| 

Various iiiotious wen; made, and [>uiuts of 
order rai.-.«<l, and the subject went over to 
Uie next day, when a Hot discussion look 
jilace, a few extreme men front the South 
objecting to the resolutions, Wfcause they 
did not assert explicitly the absence of con- 
stitntiorial power iu Congress to abolish 
slavery in the. Diarric' . Tl.o moming h«ur 
ex^pired before any question was taken ; and 
the subject did not again come up to till the 
2.5th, when, alter a long s|>eedch from a 
Southeou member, the gag was ai»plied in 
the shape of the previous question, .Mr. .Ad- 
anis sti'UggUng iu vain to he beard, and the 
main question was ordered to be put, yeas 
109, nays a)—Franklin Pierce voting with 
the ^iith. Points of order were raised by 
tlie friends of free discussion, hut they were 
overruled bv the Chair, and, oii'^an apjieal, 
his decfsion was sustained by the usual vote 
—Franklin Pierce voting in tlie affirmative. 

The first resolution was geuenilljiiagreed 
to ; the second, hy a vote ot 132 to 45; the 
third, by a vote of 117 to 63—Frauklin Pierce 
in both cases voting yea, with the South and 
its allies, and Mr- -Adams and bis friends, 
nay. A few extreme Southern men refused 
to vote for the reason assigned abote.1? 

This was the first gag tow on the subject 
of petitions adopted in Congress; Mr. Pierce 
was a member of the select committee that 
prepared and reported it ; and he ^ve his 
influence and votes for it in all its stages, un¬ 
til it was adopted by the House; and in a 
debate in the Senate, December, 1837, he 
publicly avowed that he had concurred liiliir 
in the sentiments of Pinckney’s report, 
and further examination had confirmed him 
in his opinion.** The report contained a long 
and elaborate argument against the abolition 
ot slavery intheDistnct,(oa the grounds that 

it would'be a violation of good laith, wotild

December 26, 1836, Mr. .Adams prewnted 
a petition from citizens of Pemis}ivani% for 
the abolition of slavery and tlie slave trade 
in the District of Cnlumbia. In rejdy to a 
question by -Mr. Pidtens, the Speaker saiil 
that die rule ado|>ied at the last session for 
die disposition of a!) such pediinns, expired 
widi ihe session. .A nioUon was uamwliate- 
ly made to lay it upon the lahlc, and it pre¬ 
vailed, yeas IIG, nays 36 — Frankiiii Pi^e 
among the ynta, Juhn Quincy Ad-viiis aiiioug 
die nays.i 

January 9. 1837, Mr.! .Adams jirosenled a 
simihr |ietitiou; Mr. Glascotdt of tlaorgia 
ofajenUid to its reception; Mr. Parks moved 
to lay the question of reception on the table, 
nud this motion *f»revail«d — yeas 130, nays 
69. \Ve do not find the nain(« recorded, 
but it is fair to presume dint Mr. Pierce vot¬ 
ed in the affirmatively on an identical motion 
made hy .Mr, Davis oil the preliminary cpies- 
tion in relation to ihc rtception of a petition 
presented by .Mr. Adams, February 3, 18ii>. 

The Speaker said dial die eflecl of th'is 
motion was to arresutk action of the House 
on die petition, and iut to lay it upon die 
table. In other word^ the House refused to 
receive it-t 

The saiuc..Alay. .Mr. Adams presented 
another Anti-Slavery petition, and the ques¬ 
tion was pul dtreedy on its reception. ,^Tho 
Northern allie.s of the Slave Power were not 
prepared to deny in this gross manner the 
sight of petitiouj thoiigli tbfey had been con- 
staiitlv violating it in fact, and they voted 
with .Mr. Adams and his friends to receive 
it—iht) luinie of Franklin Pierce liciiig re¬ 
corded for the firSI Tnfic On' tlie wnio side 
with Mr. .Adam’s. The [letiiion having been 
recoiled, it was laid upon the table wilhmit 
deliate or considoralion —yeas 1.56, nfiys,ii0 — 
Franklin Picrjjo voting with the yeas, John 
Quincy .Ad.nna with the nnys.^ 

January 16, 18:17, aevtpd iietitimis for the 
nliolitioii of alaverj- and Jhe slave trade in the 
District were presented } the question of re¬ 
ception was raised in efery case, and laid 
upon the table — the Speaker deciding that 
the effect of the proceeding woa to siisjiciid 
all action and leave the jiciition exactly where 
it Was. \Vc have nmreaord of the yens and 
iinya in lliese cases ; hut Mr. Pioree doubl- 
lesa voted as he had (irevioualy done. 

January 18, 1837, the House, under the 
screw of the previous question, adopted on 
motion of .Mr. Hawes of Kentucky, the gag 
rule of the last session, reitorteil by llie se¬ 
lect cuinniittcc of which .Mr. Pierce was a 
incmlier, and iu the report of whicTT be en¬ 
tirely concurred. It was adopted by a 
simijnr vote to that given for it nt the lust 
session.^ 

Feliriiarjfd, 1837, Mr. Adams rose, and 
said he held iu hi.s hand a Jiaper, on which, 
before it was presented, he desired lo have 
the decision of the Speaker, li was a pe¬ 
tition from twenty-two persons declaring 
themselves to he slaves. He wished to know 
. whedier the Speaker considered such a pe¬ 
tition as coming within the rules of the 
House. 

The reader of the debates iu Congress, 
when Mr. Adams was struggling against fear¬ 
ful wlds for the maintenance of tlie riglil of 
pciiiiun, will recollect what then took place. 
The House was shaken as with a tempest. 
.Alfdiougli .Mr. Adams Upid uot presented-the 
{lelitioii, retaining it in- h'ls jiosses-sioii. de¬ 
clining even to send it to the Speaker’s chair 
till he had obtained ,^die decision of die 
Speaker as to whother^f presented, it would 
come within the rule,BieSlavehohling meiii- 
liers, blinded by their Jiidignaiion, gave way 
to e-xcesses of passion, and introduced one 
rusolutioii after uiiothe'r, with a view to inflict 
ptiiiishiuent on the vwiernhle man for on act 
be hud not cutaiiliUca. Several days were 
spent ill this insensate alieiiipt to crush the 
defender of the right of petition, and it was 
with extreme difticulty he obtained the floor 
to correct the gross inisrcpresentatioiis of his 
adversaries and vindicate his conduct. 

At last they agreed M urge the followiiig 
resolution, submitted bj Mr. Patton of V ir- 
ginia; ■ ' 

“Resolved, That ai^-.member who shall 
hereafter pre.seiit lo the ,, House any ijelitioii 
froiii the slaves of ihis-Union, ougln to lie 
considered as regardles-s of the feelings of 
the House, the rights ofitheSoudierii Stales, 
mid unfrieudly to die Ufl'D''-” 

“ That tlie Hon. Jolin Quincy Adams hav¬ 
ing solciiinlv disclaimed all design ot doing 
anything d'lsrepcctful to the House, iu die 
inqiiiiy he made of die Sjieaker as to the pe¬ 
tition purjiortuig to be from slaves, ami hav¬ 
ing avowed his intention not hereafter lo 
present die jietUion lo the House, being of 
opinion that it ought not to he jircseiiled : 
therefore all further proceedings in regard 
to his conduct do now cease.” 

It was moved to lav (he whole subject on 
the table, but Mr. Adams and his friends 
keenly felt that, after all the v'uidictive as¬ 
saults upon him, without opportunity hav¬ 
ing been allowed him for defence, this 
w5.dd be a UIs|>osuiou of the subject higtily 
unjust. They voted against tiie motion, as 
did the Soiiihern members, t.'lio were anx¬ 
ious to have an expression of opinion on the 
transaction, the motion felled—but .Mr. Pierce 
did not vote at alt. He would not vote to give 
Mr. -Adams a cliance to heard; he would 
not vote against any of his Southern friends. 

; February 9, the subject being still under 

t discuss'ioii, the.inouou to gel rid ol die sub- 
■ ject by laving it on the table, was again 
, made, and" with a similar result—Mr. Pierce 
J still declining lo vote. 

I The question was then taken on the tirat 
' of Mr. Pattou’s resglulione, and decided in 
f the negative—yeas 92, nays 105—Mr. Pierce 
' not voting. The second resolution was also 
i lost-yeas 21, nays 137—.Mr. Pierce affil not 
voting. , , ' • . 

j Several Soudiern members voted ag^nst 
the first resolution of .Mr. Patton, or refiised 
! to vote for it, inasmuch as the peution re¬ 
ferred to was for the expulsion of Mr. Adams, 
not for the abolition of Slavery, and they 
were also unx^Uug to define in advance the 
kind of punishment a member deserved who 
should present an Anfi-Slaverj' petiuou from 
slaves. Mr. Pierce, we presume, agreed tvith 
these; for on the lldi, we find him moving 
to reconsider the vote by which that resolu¬ 
tion had been rejected — the purpose being 
tojnodify it It was reconsidered, yeas 143, 
nays 48, and then modified, so as to read— 

“ Resolved, That slaves do not possess the 
right of petition secured to the People of the 
United States by the Constitution.” 

After a great deal more discussion and de¬ 
nunciation, in the course of whichMr Adains 
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was threatened by Waddy Thompron with 
an indictment by the Grand Jury oi me Dis¬ 
trict of Columbia, his adversaries, tailing lu 
their attempt to censure him, settled down 
upon the following resolutions: 

‘•-An inquiry liaving teen made by.au hon¬ 
orable member from Mfcsachusetts whether 
a paper which he held A his hand pur(ior(ing 
to be a petition firom certain slaves, and de¬ 
claring themselves slai^. came within die 
order of Ihe House oB the 16th of Jaiuinry, 
and the said iiajier noehaving been received 
by the Speaker, he sUteil that in a case so 
extraordinary and novel he would take the 
advice and consent of ihi; House, 

*• Resolved, That lifts' House cannot receive 
the said [letidou without dUroAinling its own 
dignity, thu rights ofa large class of ciiizcus 
of die Soudiafid West, and the Constitution 
of Uiiitetl States. 

^Resolved, That slaves do not possess the 
right of petition secOreil to die People of the 
United States by the Coiislimtioii.” 

The first resolution was passed—yeas 160, 
nays 38; the second also—^j'eas 162, nays 18 
Franklin Pierce in both instances voting 
yea, John Quincy "Adams, nay!* 

We have completed die record of Mr. 
Pierce iu the House. It demonstrates that 
during the rime he held a scat in the House 
of Representatives, yyna; wn _ ojuwost, 

thorough, coDsistcn&opiionenf'of Artti-Sfere- 
ry agitiuioii and Anti-Slavery disouasjou ftbah 
he'was constantly arrayed against .5tr. Adaiii^ 
die ilhisu-ious champion of the right of peli-- 
libn; that, while recognising die techiiiral 
right of petition, he uniformly yotg^ virtually 
to abrogate it; that when the" Slaveholdcre 
attempted to crusli Mr. Adams, and with him 
die hope of free discussion in the House, he 
would not vote so as to secure that veiierahic 
man a fair hearing: In a won!, that he was 
the unwavering ally and supporter of the 
Slavcholdirig IiileresL 

I.\ THE SENATE. 

In the year 1837, Mr. Pierce became a 
menber of the United Suites Senate. P’ollow- 
iiig him thither, we shall find lluit he contin¬ 
ued to pursue the sniiiu line of jiolicy in rela¬ 
tion to the Slavery Question. He took his 
stand hy the sulc o'f Mr. Unlliouii, and stood 
by htm’inliis-ofinrmroaupproas Auli-SUvery 
nsituliou and.diRcussiou. 

Decemlier 18, 1837, .51r. Wall presented a 
petition from Anti-Slavery ladies m New Jer¬ 
sey praying for the nbolirion of Slavery in the 
Distriet of Columbia, and moved to lay it on 
the table. Mr. riuhbard moved to lay that 
motion on the table. Mr. Cfey was iu favor 
ofa reference, and a report against the prayer 
of the petition, with n view to quieting excite¬ 
ment. Mr. Calhoun vvislied by siiiiiinnry 
iiiensiires to meet the question nt once. His 
whole course in die House liad. proved him 
an unrereming opponent of-Aiili-Sluvery dis- 
euasions and jMituiuiis; luid.he had uniformly 
sustained all gag-resolutions on the subject. 
But while violating the right of iietilioii in 
effect, he had been politic enough to respect 
it raybna. This course he continued^ in iho_ 
Senate. On tliis occasion he was iu favor of 
receiving the petition, and then of getting rid 
of it in any way best calculated to defeat its 
object and prevent agitatioii. Hi; did not 
wish to give the Abolitionists a chance “ to 
make iiu a false issue on the right of petition.” 
In another place ho said—“ All we demand 
is, that since we are to be the first to feel the 
effects of Abolition ascendency at home, 
should it ever be acquired, (which, hy the 
way, I by no means anticipate,) we may meet 
ilio question iiiiemlwrrassed, and not be driv- 
en by any course here upon a collateral issue, 
siicli ns die right o( petition or any other.” 
'This is a key to the policy of Mr. Pieuce. 
Mr. Rives was in favor of rojecling the peti¬ 
tion nt once—Mr. Hubbard, of laying the 
question of reception on the lahlc, M r. Pi ERcc, 
of layingthe petition on the oihle. The avow¬ 
ed otiject of each was to stamp the petitions 
with disapprobation, to prevent all debate and 
considernlibii, to.get riil of diem ns siiinniar- 
ily os (lossible, every one meanwhile declar- 
iiig his respect for ihb riglit of petition. 

“When petitions of this charnkter Hhould 
be received,^ be said, “ he would bo prepared 
to act iipnu them wiffiout delay, to rejfict the 
prayer of die petitions, to lay them upon the 
tahfe, or give them any other direction diat 
might be thought liest calculnied to silence 
die agitators, and tranqiiilize the public mind. 
.As a member of the &lect Committee of the 
other House, of which Mr. Pinckney of South 
Carolina was cliairmun, he had fully concur¬ 
red in the sentiments of the report presented 
by lliut gendciiinn at the first session of the 
twenty-fourtli Congress; and ftirtlicr exami¬ 
nation and reflection find only served to con¬ 
firm him in the opiniud he at tliat time enter¬ 
tained ; but mad and feiintical as be regarded 
the schemes of the At)o‘liuonists,and deeply as 
he deplored the consequences of their course 
upon all sections of di* Union, he could give 
no vote that might be ctonstrued into a denial 
of the right of petitioii, and thus enable them 
to change their pusitioo, and make up a false 
issue before the l oumrv.” 

lie had voted once in the House to la^W- 
on the table the motion to receive an .Aifitb- 
Slavery petition; but so severely liail he bean 
handle' for this, that he had become more 
scruquloiis as to forms, and ootv n'uned to. 
reach the same object by laying jietitioiis on 
the table without detele, printing, or consid¬ 
eration. 

And this is the man, whom die New York 
Evening Post represefits as having stood with 
John Quinev Adams by the right of petition ! 

December 27, I&37, .Mr. Calhoun brought 
forward his celebrated resolutioos on die sub¬ 
ject of Slavery in the District, Territpries, and 
.1 States, de.sigiied avowedly to suppress the dis¬ 
cussion of all questions of Slavery. 

I Several amendments were moved to the 
' first four of these resolutions, intended to 
inodilj' their phraseology so as lo remove 
1 any implicaliou against free discussion, but 
, they were firmly resisted by Mr. Calhoun and 
I his'friends, and i n every case defeated—Frank- 
i liri Pierce uniformly voting with him'. .Air. 

■ Morris, of Ohio, for example, moved to strike 
out from the second resolution the words, 
“ moral and religious,,’ with a view ofexempt- 
iug from denunciation the moral and religious 
discussion of Slavery; and this seemed so 
reasonable, that even "Mr. Buchanan recorded 
his name in favor of it; but it was lost— 
Franklin P'lerce voting nay with Air. Calhoun. 

Mr. Morris moved, also, an amendment to 
the third resolution, declaring the freedom of 
speech and of the press, onal! subjects, indis¬ 
putable, and under the supervision only pf “j® 
States in which such freedom was exercised; 
but this was rejected, we believe, by the same

Pierce recording his vote m favor ot ev erj one 

the States or the States therasdvesto procure 
thoaboUtionof slavery in the District or Ter- 


ritories, were “ direct and dangerous attacks 
on the instinirioiis ol the Slaveboldiug States,” 
diough all the Slates are made responsible by 
the Cuiisiiiution amt Congress for Slaverj in 
the District and Territories, Mr. Pierce took 
occasion to define his position. Th'is resolu¬ 
tion, he said, was the ground on which diis 
conteit was to be determined; “whh, per¬ 
haps, some modification, would present the 
true issue liere and to iljjF cpiintiy—an issue 
triiich would raise, notairiere question of 
expediency, but one of a much higher char¬ 
acter, iu which the public faith is directly in¬ 
volved.” He then proceeded to sustain die 
resolution in its length and breadtli, and to 
vindicate the whole series as offered by Mr. 
Calhoun agaiiisi the assnulLs made upon dicnu 

through ail tliese resolutions, .Mr. Clay and 
other slavchohliiig SeiMors thought the fitUi 
.-and sixdi too svceepiiyi^nd unguarded; and 
be moved a sulisritute, directeS only against 
vUerJerence hy the citizens of one ritate with 
the iiisritutiuiis of another,' containing no de¬ 
claration that atteiiipis to liriiig about the ab¬ 
olition of slavery hero “ were a direct and 
dangerous attack upon the iiistiliilioiis of nil 
Ihe rilavclioldiug States,” but recognising, in 
cxjiress terms, the duty ofCoiigresslo receive 
and rcspccdiilly treat all petitions, in decor¬ 
ous laiigii.age, against slavery in the District. 
This substitute was adopted,'with .some slight 
modifleatinn—19 to 18—.Air. Bucimnaii and 
Air. Clay voting yea, .Air. Calhoun and .Mr. 
Pierce, nay. 

Suliseqiieutly, the substitute was divided, 
and its various parts amended and adopted 
successively—Mr. Calliuun and -Air. Pierce 
generally voting together. 

On morion of .Mr« rtestoii ofSoiilhCaro- 
li^ die sixth n:soliili(4i of Air. Calhoun was 
laid upon the table, on die ground that tins 
hrnnch of the siihjcct/would he more ni>pr«- 
priately discussed in connection with llie re¬ 
solutions introduced |iy him for the annexa¬ 
tion of Te.xas to die Uiiinn. The vote stood 
35 toB—diis lime Air. I’iercc voting widi the 
great miijorily agnin|t .Air. Callioiiit.* 

January 3, 1838, Iwo peiitioiis were jirc- 
sented, one against die aiinexat'ion of Texas 
and the admission ut' any new Stale tolerai- 
iiig slaviiry ; the other for the aliolition of •the 
inter-State slave trade. The motion to receive 
was luid upon the table—-Mr. Pierce voting 
nay, in accordance with his [Kilicy, which 
was, to receive all such petitions, and lay 
tlieni on tlie inlilq instant/y.} 

Jaiiiiiiry 9th, 1838, Mr. i’rontice presented 
resolutions of the Legislature of Vermont, 
against the aiinexalion of Texas, agafflst sla¬ 
very ill the District, and .Atherton’s and 
he moved that they he laid upon the. ItMe and 
lie printed. The first part of the motion pre¬ 
vailed ; and Mr. Lumpkin then moved to lay 
upon the table the motion to print. This 
was carried, and a sovereign Slate was thus 
insulted hy the following vote —yea Hi), nays 
8—Franklin Pierce voting, yca.l 

February 6, 1838, Mr. Morris presented a 
resolution directing the Comuiitleo on tho 
Judiciary to inquire iiilo eertaiii mattora por 
taiiiing to the institution of shivery in the 
States and TeiTitorics, and report thereon to 
the Senate. Some qf the Slaveholdiii"mem¬ 
bers, widi their Nordiern allies, manifested a 
desire to refuse its- raception, hut the rules of 
the Senate I'orbade tins. Mr. Calhoun’s reso¬ 
lutions, iu Dcccinber,'ihud been rcsiieotfully 
received, Inyed upon Ihe table, and ordered 
to be printed^ The resolution of .Air. Morris 
WRS nt last laid upon tin; table ; but, seeing 
die iioslilo disposition of the Senate, he widi- 
drew histiiotiun to pript. 

The Friday following, the resolution was 
called up, ami Mr. .Morris exiiressed n de.siro 
to address the Senate; but .Air. .Norvcll mov¬ 
ed to lay the question of its consideration on 
die table. Air. Bticlmnan requested him to 
widiilraw it. Nobody would misapprehend 
his position on this subject of alioiitiou, hut 
ho wn-s in favor of fair play. Mr. Clay had 
liecii poriiiitted to address the Senate at 
length the day before, on presenting a nie- 
inorial against abolition, and be thought the 
Senator from Ohio had a right to be heard 
in reply. After that, they could readily dis- 
[Mse of the subject. 

This was certainly a fair proposition, and 
creditable to Mr. Buchanan, Init Norvcll per¬ 
sisted iu his motion; and the Senate, 22 to 
20, voted to lay the question of consideration 
on the table; thus applying the gag to Mr. 
Morris, and virtually denying free speech to 
Oliio, while it recognised it iu Kentucky.— 
•Mr. Pierce voted yea, together with Air. Cal¬ 
houn and his special friends, a^iiist Air. 
Buchanan, Mr. Clay, and other advocates of 
“fair play.” 

MR. PIEUCE OUT OF CO.NGRE.S.S. 

We have presented the record of Mr. Pierce 
as a representative and a Senator in Con¬ 
gress. During his two terms iu the House, 
and uniil h^csigned liis scat in the Senate, 
he was ah4^ tnie to the Slave Power, ami 
gave no vote which .subjected him to its dis¬ 
pleasure or suspicion. 

It may be said that others in those days 
voted as he did, wlio since then have shown 
their devotion to Freedom. True, but he has 
continued unchanged. When John P. Hale, 
his intiinale friend for twenty years, feidiful 
to bis convictions of rifrUt, deuooucoa tl.o nst- 
ifMntion of Te.xas, iu defiance of the edicts 
of his Party, Air. Pierce, trampling under 
foot his long-standing friendship, itiroed up¬ 
on the indepemleiu representative, followed 
on his track with releiidess hostility, utterly 
proscribed him, and compelled the Demo¬ 
cratic press of his Slate to eat its own words 
on that question. From that time he has 
been tho leader of the Hunker Democracy of 
:New Hampsli'me; ami when Air. Atwood,'the 
■regular nominee of the Democratic Partj', 
frankly avowed his disapprobation of dia 
Fugitive Slave Law, Air. Pierce attempted, 
first to browbeat him into a retraction of bis 
honest words, and then led on the Party in ihe 
xvork of making a new nomination, of ascer¬ 
tained devotion to the Slave-holding Interest. 

On a public occasion in New Hampshire, 
after the passage of the .Adjustment meas¬ 
ures bv CongreiLs, he avowed his entire ap¬ 
probation of them ; and the newspapers re¬ 
corded the high praise awarded by him to 
Mr. Webster for his 7th of .Alarch speech. 

In a letter to Major Lally, dated May 27, a 
few days before die late Convention, which 
was doubtless designed to be used in that 
body, he insisted that, for the sake of giving 
protection and strength to the men who in 
New Haraiehire had fought the battle for the 
Fugitive Law and Compromise, the Democ¬ 
racy ot the Mdon ought to endorse these 
measures This letter was read at the Rati- 
ficauon Meeting h, this place, by Air. Ritchie, 
as follows: ^ 7 j

-The down 
envelopes a husk called tlie gin, which con¬ 
tains the seed of the plant; and the first op¬ 
eration in rendering cotton fit for manufac¬ 
turing purposes, consists in freeing it from 
these seeds. This is effected by first drying 
it in the sun until the seeds become quite 
hard, and then operating upon it by a ma¬ 
chine called the cotton gin, of which there 
are two kinds, the one called a roller gin 
and the other a saw gin. The roller gin 
consists of two small fluted rollers about 
one inch diameter, and nine inches long, and 
generally made of hard wood; they are put 
in motion by the treadle actioiig upon cranks 
or pins in the face of the fly wheel. The 
driver places the cotton on a feeding board, 
and the cotton is drawn in between the roll¬ 
ers, which being set too close to allow the 
seeds to pass between them, the cotton falls 
down the inclined board, and the seeds drop 
into a box. The saw gin, is a roller having
